WASHINGTON, D. C.— No form of 
investments except Government bonds 
suffered as little loss as deposits in 
closed banks during the years 1931-32- 
33, Jesse IL Jones. Chairman of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation, 
declared in i recent address. 
“A 
point generally overlooked in 
connection with bank failures in this 
period, is that upon the whole, depos­ 
itors in closed banks will gat a some­ 
what larger percentage thau has been 
true in bank failures over a period of 
say twenty-five years,” Mr. Jones said 
“ Heretofore they have gotten about 
SS%, but in these wholesale bank clos­ 
ings, my estimate Is that they will, 
upon the average, get about 65% of 
their deposits. 
“Another point worthy of mention 
Is that a depositor in a closed bank 
loses only a part of his deposit, while 
the bank stockholder loses all, plu» a 
stock assessm en t 
“ No form of investment, except Gov­ 
ernment bonds, has suffered ss little 
loss as deposits in closed banks, and 
while I appreciate that there is little 
consolation in this fact, those who 
had their savings invested In stocks, 
bonds, mortgages, rani estate, indus­ 
trial investment*, or in businesses of 
any kind, bars had loesea very much 
greater, and in a much larger percent­ 
age, than have depositors la closed 
banks. 
“It is for these reasons, and ethers 
not necessary here to enumerate, that 
it is not poealbie to justify paying de­ 
positors in closed banks with the tax­ 
payers' money.” 


Goiwitrv Bank* Reflect Improvement 
“The liquidation of indebtedness by 
these banks reflects in part improve­ 
ment in business condition and th* con­ 
sequent ability of customers to repay 
bank loans which long bad been frozen. 
It constitutes a strengthening of the 
banking position.” 
The board pointed out that the reduc­ 
tion of member bank indebtedness has 
been continuous since the beginning 
of 1932 except for a brief period dur­ 
ing the banking crisis in the Spring of 
1933. The review continued; 
"In 1932 liquidation of Indebtedness 
of member banks to the reserve banks 
was accompanied by an increase of 
their borrowings from the Reconstruc­ 
tion Finance Corporation. In the past 
year and a half, however. Indebtedness 
of member banks to the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation has also been re­ 
duced.”
